When the first 
•kimminf of iee fringes the shore of 
the lakes they begin their preparations, 
and every sign of a long, severe winter 
Ills them with delight, for the r. 
who knows how, when and where, 
go fishinp through ths lea can land 
mora fish of some speoies ia the winter 
than at any other season. Pickerel, 
pike, muskallonge and aome of the 
salmon tribe are tfce favorite game. 
On lakes and ponds where ia summer 

Ca may akltter and cast and troll all 
j with only the most meagre returns 
tor one's labor, the cold days bring 
tare, good sport. The fish seem t 
half famished much of ths time, 
•agerly do they bite, and so great is 
•he slaughter in winter, that in many 
•totes fishing through the ice and 
spearing have been restricted or for- 
bidden entirely. 

The best way to enjoy a day or two 
Of sport is to arrange by letter with a 
local guide or resident to receive no- 
tice when there is a good, firm, clear 
coat of ice on the lake. Otherwise 
the angler will run the risk of arriv- 
ing on the scene just as a snow storm 
has covered the lake or a thaw has set 
In. The snow, if not too deep, is not 
an insuperable obstacle, for it can be 
awept away, but a rain or a thaw is 
fatal. It's of no use to try to plan an 
outfit. If you have been on a similar 
•xpedition before you know that none

Is needed save a warm suit of clotbeb 
a fur or a knit cap to draw down ovei 
the ears, and a pair of real Scotch 
woolen gloves, homely as can be, but 
the only truly warm hand covering 
made that is not Voo clumsy. 

For tackle you will find that resi- 
dents of the locality can fit you out far 
better than any city shop, even if the 
outfit needed were not too clumsy to 
be portable. None of the ordinary 
summer season tackle is of serv'.ce, un- 
less, perhaps, hooks, and even the 
hooks used in winter fishing 
heavier than those employed in summer 
for the same fish. A very hea*y line is 
used, one heavier, as a rule, than is 
necessary. The e»i ui P raent almost uni- 
rersallyused is braided linen, size "C, 
cut in ten-foot lengths, and big sproat 
or Limerick hooks on wire gimp snells.

If the cold is severe, 
one of the fishermen murt go the 
rounds with a sti;k every now and 
then to keep the water from freezing 
again. 

There is another device known 
sometimes as the York State rig. This 
rather more clumsy, but it brings 
more fish. For if you must cut 
pling iron wood or alder if you have 
■ treed or bamboo, and it is hard to 
get enough of the latter. These cut 
poles are stuck in the ice, small holes 
being cut for this purpose at proper dis 
tances from ti e fishing koles. Geneally 
the cold air freezes the water around 
the butt of the rod and fastens it firmly. 
When a fish is hooked the bendinf 
pole gives warning, and the game k 
landed hand over hand fashion with 
lifting or disturbing the pole.

skillful hands will open up a douMs 
row of twenty holes across a lake in 

an hour or so. If the cold is severe, 
one of the fishermen murt go the 
rounds with a sti:k every now and 
then to keep the water from freezing 
again. 

There is another device known 
sometimes as the York State rig. This 
is rather more clumsy, but it brings 
in more fish. For if you must cut 
sapling ironwood or alder if you have 
not reed or bamboo, and it is hard to 
get enough of the latter. These cut 
poles are stuck in the ice, small holes 
being cut for this purpose at proper dis- 
tances from ti e fishing koles. Ocneally 
the cold air freezes the water around 
the butt of the rod and fastens it firmly.

On March 4, 1895, Marion Butler will 
take the v at in the I'nitcd Sta'cssenatt 
that will have been occupied by Senator 
Matt. Ransom for twenty-four years, 
unless death or some unforeseen catas- 
trophe intervenes to prevent it. Mr. 
Butler was born In Sampson countv, 
N. C, on May 90, ISM. He Is now pres- 
ident of the North Carolina State Alli- 
ance and vice-president of tho National 
Farmers" Alliance and Industrial Union. 
Ms great-grandfather, James Butler, 
settled in Sampson county in 17*0 and 
was a soldier in the revolutionary war. 
One hundred years later his father, 
Wiley Butler, entered the confederate 
army. At the close of the four years' 
struggle Marion was a child in his 
mother's arm* He was reared on his 
father's farm, eleven miles from tho 
county seat, and was prepared for col- , 
lege by his mother and at Salem lr 
school, a neighboring county academy. 

He entered the t'niversity of North 
Carolina In 1881 and graduated in 1885. 
He had taken the law course at tho 
university in addition to tho regular 
collegiate course and would have en- 
tered tho legal profession the same 
year, but the sudden death of his father 
at this time changed the course of his 
life. 

He was the oldest boy and had three 
younger brothers and three sisters to 
bo educn ted. His father had made sac- 
rifices to educate him from the pro- 
ceeds of the farm. It required no re- 
flection to show him the line of his duty. 
He at once went home and took charge 
of the farm, and to help educate his 
brothers and sisters at home he soon 
accepted the principalship of the neigh- 
borhood academy, where ho was pre- 
pared for college. It was while he 
engaged in this work. In the spring of 
1888, that an "organizer" appeared and 
asked permission to organize an alli- 
ance lodge at the academy. Mr. But- 
ler, who, though only a beardless boy, 
had watched and studied the alliance 
movement from its incipieney in Texas, 
at once not only gave his consent, but 
his assistance.

He Will Sncceed Matt Ransom In th. 
Doited State. Senate and Will Help 
the Republicans to Organise 

That Body. 

On March 4, 1895, Marion Uutlcr will 
take the seat in the t'nited Statessenats 
that will have been occupied by Senator 
Matt Hansom for twenty-four years, 
unless death or some unforeseen catas- 
trophe intervenes to prevent it. Mr. 
Butler was horn In Sampson county, 
N. C, on May 80, tso.'l. He la now pres- 
ident of the North Carolina State Alli- 
ance and vice-president of the National 
farmers' Alliance anil Industrial Cnion. 
His groat-grandfather, .fames liutler, 
settled in Sampson county in 17(10 and 
was a soldier in the revolutionary war. 
One hundred years later his fattier, 
Wiley liutler, entered the confederate 
army. At the close of the four years' 
struggle Marion was a child in his 
mother's arm*. He was reared on his 
father's farm, eleven miles from the 
county seat, and was prepared for col- 
lege by his mother and at Salem high 
school, a neighboring county academy. 

He entered the University of North 
Carolina in 1881 and graduated in 1885. 
He had taken the law course at the 
university in addition to tho regular 
collegiate course and would have en- 
tered the legal profession the same 
year, but the sudden death of his father 
at this time changed the course of his 
life. 

He was the oldest boy and had three 
younprer brothers and three sisters to 
be educated. His father had made sac- 
rifices to educate him from the pro- 
ceeds of the farm. It required no re- 
flection to show him the line of his duty. 
He at once went home and took charge 
of the farm, and to help educate his 
brothers and sisters at home he soon 
accepted the prinelpalshlp of the neigh- 
borhood academy, where ho was pre- 
pared for college. It was while be 
engaged in this work, in the spring of 
1888, that an "organizer" appeared and 
asked permission to organize an alli- 
ance lodge at the academy. Mr. But- 
ler, who, though only a beardless boy, 
had watched and studied the alliance 
movement from its ineipieney in Texas, 
at once not only gave his consent, but 
his assistance. Tho next evening a 
large and strong lodge was organized. 
One week later the county lodge was 
organized and Marion Butler was 
eleoted president.

In 1891 he was elected president of 
the state alliance of North Carolina to 
succeed Elias Carr, tho present gov- 
ernor of the state. In 1893 he was re- 
elected by acclamation. Ho was elected 
president of the Nntional alliance at 
Topeka, Kan., in February, 1898. He 
presided as chairman over tho first 
state convention of the people's party, 
and would have been nominated for 
governor if he had been thirty years 
old, the constitutional age. He de- 
clined to accept any place on the state 
ticket, but took the position of elector 
for the state at largo. 

lie canvassed the state with practic- 
ally no assistance, and made one of 
the hardest fights against tremendous 
H odds ever seen in North Carolina. At 
if tho Memphis mooting of the National 
., allianco he wns elected first vice presi- 
dent of the national organization on tho 
first ballot. He attended the first na- 
tional meeting at Indianapolis in 1891, 
and was a delegate to the St. Louis con- j 
forence and Memphis meeting in 1892; 
His newspaper, tho Caucasian, was 
bunted out during tho campaign, but it 
is on its feet again, and is pushing rap- 
idly toward a circulation of 20,000. 

l'rior to the late election, which cul- 
minated In tho tremendous majority of 
110,000 for the populists and their allies, 
the republicans, he suggested "fusion" 
and organization. He met the repub- 
lican leaders in Ilalelgh, says the New 
York ltecordcr, and unfolded hia plan 
for carrying tho state.
